.hat once Edward made his final decision, there were no 
unruly demonstrations, no embarrassing protests. The fact 
was accepted with an outward calm, at least, that relieved 
suffering for all those who had p most painful part to play 

The final message of Edward, in its directness, and it- 
jlarity, served greatly to remove bitterness and misunder¬ 
standing. It will be remembered as a splendid final gesture 
in which he removed all responsibility for the decision from 
"the other party mobt nearly concerned who has tried to 
persuade me to a different course.” Of the government, hr 
rays: “Mr. Baldwin, the Premier, and the ministers have 
created me with full consideration. There has never been 
my constitutional difference between us.” 

Urging for his brother, his successor, the unfaltering hi < 
legiance of the British people, he refers to the preparation 
und fitness of King George VI, to carry on without inter¬ 
ruption to the life of the Empire. In one poignant 'sentence 
he touches briefly on home life, saying: “He has the match¬ 
less blessing of a happy home with wife and children.” His 
moving conclusion was “God bless you all. God save thi 
King.” . ’ / 

So passes a beloved monarch, voluntarily abdicating. May 
his future as a private citizen bring him the fulfilment of 
happiness that could not be his as King. 

The people of the,Empire tuin to proclaim King George 
VI. He also is endowed with Kingly qualities, and is -teepee' 
in the traditions and principles of his father George V. The 
complete undeistandng between the brothers is a hcfppy 
augury for the sustained strength of the throne and the 
Empire.

id. He had not the knack of speech. 
When he did speak it was haltingly 
and sometimes incoherently. To a man 
like Balfour that alone would argue 
stupidity or lack of knowledge of the 
subject under discussion, and not un¬ 
reasonably. We have often experienc¬ 
ed difficulty in explaining something 
we did not clearly comprehend. The 
dullest can find expression for that 
which he understands perfectly. All 
his colleagues thought him obstinate, 
as indeed he was, as any man is who 
holds to an opinion while taking ref¬ 
uge in silence against the necessity 
for defence or explanation. Withal he 
was sometimes right when others, 
were wrong. Hfe knew it would be a 
long war though others thought it 
would be over by Christmas. He nevfer 
doubted the ultimate result but he did 
fear the 'peace that would follow i|ts 
termination. He, a fighting man, was 
thrust into a position half military, 
half political, at an age when he could 
not learn the part that was new to him 
but it is almost incredible that he 
thought he would have to defend his 
policy in the House of Commons, yet 
one of his secretaries said he did. With 
all his limitations, his name was one 
to conjure with in the early days of 
the war.- It was Kitchener’s army in 
those days. One blast upon his bugle 
horn was worth a thousand men.

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Experience With a Dam 


In view of the amount of discussion 
that is taking place in the community 
with reference to reclamation of land, 
the following articles taken from the 
"North West Parmer” should prove of 
interest to those farmers in the Vul¬ 
can district who are contemplating 
doing some work along these lines: 

In the fall of 1934 I threw a small 
dam across a “draw” near the point 
where it entered my land. Not over 
$25 was spent on it, stone work and 
all. In the spring of 1936 I discovered 
that the weir had not been properly 
constructed, and lost a part of the wa¬ 
ter. However, the dam made a good 
deal' of difference, and I grew a nice 
erop of celery behind it. 

'In the fall of 1935 I built a proper 
weir, and in the spring of 1936 the 
snow water was so abundant that I 
might have filled the storage space 
many times over. The weir worked 
perfectly, and I was able to irrigate 
some four acres of land which was 
mostly set out to new nursery stock. 
In addition there was about an acre of 
Macdonald rhubarb, and another patch 
of celery. 

The past summer has been so dry 
that grain in our district averaged 
perhaps one bushel per acre. The 
spring irrigation I had given it spell¬ 
ed the difference between moderate 
success and absolute failure. To the

fact that I had built this dam I owe 
my survival as a going concern. I had 
built it and got it into shape in the 
very nick of time. In the first years of 
its use it paid for itself 50 times over. 

Later applications of water, of 
course, would have been desirable, 
especially in a season so dry. The last 
of the water (except what in the dug- 
out) was run out on the rhubarb about 
June 5, and the difference between it 
and other patches not irrigated was a 
sight to behold. The celery was nearer 
the daim still, and thrived excellently. 
I grew over $50 worth in an area no 
greater than would be covered by a 
house or two. On account of the reten¬ 
tion of moisture, I got a satisfactory 
germination of crabapple seed for the 
first time, and grew some 2,000 seed¬ 
lings in only two seed frames. Some 
seedlings of the Redleaf and Altai 
roses were set out about June 15, and 
though it rained no more, and practi¬ 
cally no hand water was done, they 
rooted in the soil and grew very well. 

The building of a dam is one of the 
few things that every farmer can do 
to combat drought. I believe that a 
“draw” of spring runlet as large as the 
one I used, occurs somewhere on every 
farm. Even if only a small area is wa¬ 
tered, it can be used for garden and 
orchard, and made very productive. 
Not only is one assured of some re¬ 
turn for his seed and labor, but it 
does the heart good to see a part of 
the farm with a thriving growth.— 
P.H.W.
